com panies tliai have been warring for >t \ 
eral m onths. 
During the tiring that fol­ 
lowed, David Kendall, one o f Kur.'ka's 
best citizens, and a member o f the City 
Council, was shot dead iiv a stray bullet, 
w hile passing through the street.

com m ittee appointed to notify the Chinese 
to leave the city w ithin twenty-four hours. 
The quarters 
were visited 
and notice 
given to the t 'hinamen, w ho com m enced 
to pack their goods 
at once, aud there 
was great activity going on this forenoon 
in 
their 
preparations 
to 
leave. 
A 
scatlold 
has

which 
a 
rope dangles. 
The com m ittee reported at 
1 o'clock to a citizens’ m eeting that they 
hod performed their duty, and a resolution 
was adopted that all the Chinam en lie 
placed in tin large warehouse o f the steam ­ 
ships City f f Chester and H um boldt aud 
there guard' d until the steamers sail, they 
being unavoidably detained on account of 
the shifting o f the channel on the bar. The 
city is full o f people, and a breach of the 
peace is liable to occur at any m om ent, 
though good citizens are using every en ­ 
deavor to prevent it.

clear swe. p <*’ the Chinese w ill prevent 
bloodshed. There are about -kH) Chinamen, 
all told, in the city, about l4kJ o f whom are 
located on one block.

State.

THE YOSEMITE HOTEL. 


At every session of the Legislature there 
is made an cliiirt to remove som ething from 
the Capitol building. 
There are now hut 
two things rem aining there attractive to 
the large number of jieople who visit the 
Capitol. 
These are the State Library and 
the m ineralogical cabinet. 
For the re­ 
moval of the latter to Berkeley a hill has 
already been introduced in the Senate. 
T he cabinet is now in a safe place, in a 
fire-proof building, and under the care of 
the Trustees of the State Library. 
The 
officials of the 
library 
are 
under in­ 
structions to exhibit it to all who desire. It 
is located in a room hut one flight of stairs 
above the floor of the legislative chambers, 
and is just where such a collection should 
In*. 
It belongs in the Capitol, and should 
rem ain there. 
The M ineralogical Bureau 
at San Francisco has an ample and con­ 
stantly increasing cabinet, and San Fran­ 
cisco is thus supplied to her fullest need at 
the ex|>onse of the State. 
At the State 
University there i- a fine collection, and to 
add that now at the Capitol to it, is not 
needed for the better instruction of the 
pupils, nor, according to the report of tin* 
President, is there room for anything more 
there until new buildings are erected. But 
why should there lie such persistence in 
stripping the C apitol? 
It has not now 
outside of the few jo rtra its of some of tin* 
Governors, a single art work purchased 
by 
the 
State. 
There 
is 
oru* 
fine 
group 
of 
statuary, 
hut 
it 
was 
placed in the rotunda by private munifi­ 
cence, and the legislature has not yet 
l«H*n polite enough to acknowledge tlu- 
gift. 
The niches for statuary are em pty ; 
there are no 
art 
works 
in 
keeping 
with the beauty of the interior of the 
building. 
Not even the interior of the 
dome has lx*cn finished as planned, and 
the dusty ground tint remains on which 
w hite and gold were tobo laid in relief. The 
Supreme ( ourt has la-cn taken away, and fills 
now the form of law by briefest sessions 
at the Capitol. 
T he library of the Court 
has also lieen remeved. 
In dusty silence 
whole tiers of rooms are kept under hxk 
and key as chandlers for the Judges who 
come so infrequently and have latterly got 
the art of stripping down toso fine a |x>int 
that they squeeze a whole session into 
forty-eight hours. 
Even the Legislature 
closes its eyes to the bold rem oval of one 
of the Ntatc officers of his office to Swi 
Francisco. 
We shall presently exjxx-t to 
hear of a bill to remove the M ills’ statu- 


LAST NIGHT’S NEWS. 


TILDFN’S PREFERENCE FOR THE 
SECRETARYSHIP. 


There are those who have deemed it the 
proper thing to do, to sneer at the proposi­ 
tion to have the State own a hotel property 
in Yosemite valley. 
It would be a wise 
thing for the State to order the im mediate 
erection and fitting up o f such a building. 
Ju st as proper as for the State to open 
roads, construct drives and walks, and lay 
out and buy trails to add to the attractive­ 
ness and conveniences of the valley. 
No 
State ever received a more splendid gift 
than when th e Federal O overm nent placed 
in its hands this magnificent property. 
It 
draws thousands to the State annually; it 
is a source of supreme pleasure to our own 
people; it adds to the grandeur of the 
State, and it should lie sacredly withheld 
from the exactions and trespasses of all 
persons. 
T he State should erect sncli 
buildings a*s are perm itted to stand in the 
valley. 
There should lx* no such thing as 
private ownership or proprietorship in the 
valley. 
As it is now three miserably con­ 
structed and wholly inadequate buildings 
poorly serve the purpose of hotels. 
They 
are mere make-shifts, and a disgrace to the 
State. 
However skilled the landlords, 
they cannot suitably serve the public in 
such rude structures. 
T hen there are a 
num ber of cabins, sources of profit to their 
proprietors, not one of which structures 
should he perm itted to rem ain upon the 
reservation. 
If any sim ilar buildings are 
put up, they should be in the form of neat 
cottages. 
It is not beneath the dignity of 
th e State to 
jk issc ss Yosemite valley. 
It 
will not lie beneath its dignity to properly 
fit it for the reception of the guests wo in ­ 
vite to it. 
No one else than the State 
should own the hotel to be leased out in 
the valley, and no other than a good hotel 
building should he tolerated in it. 
P ri­ 
vate capital 
will 
erect 
the necessary 
building 
only 
upon 
such 
conditions 
as will practically deprive the State of 
control. 
If the State is, as in the past, to 
govern the valley and protect the people 
from imposition, it must have full control, 
and not he driven to long leases with hard 
conditions in order to secure proper ac­ 
commodations for visitors. 
It has been 
said th at if the State erects a hotel it will 
lead to her possessing and operating the 
trail trains and saddle retinues bv which 
tourists scale the walls of the vallev and 
traverse the reaches of the wondrously 
beautiful floor of this noble park, where 
nature’s grandeur is realized as nowhere 
else on earth. T his fear about State opera­ 
tion is wholly speculation. 
But, in fact, 
the State does own the trails; she does fix 
the rate of charges for use of saddle ani­ 
m als; she does exercise the power to sav 
who shall run saddle trains upon the trails, 
and coaches and carriages upon the roads, 
and, as she thus exercises the control, she 
practically operates the saddle trains, and 
tints far no harm lias come of it. 
To ad­ 
m it Tom, I tick and H arry to enter upon 
the business would ruin it, and make the 
valley a most uninviting spot. 
As the 
State owns the roads, she m ust control 
their use. 
As she owns the valley, she 
should own a good hotel building in it, 
regulate the charges in it, prevent extor­ 
tion, and secure thoroughly good accom­ 
modations to the people. Since the State can­ 
not lose by the investm ent, as she nnlv ad­ 
vances money certain to he returned to her 
by rentals, we cannot see why there should 
be any hesitat ion in passing the bill already 
introduced to secure good accommodations 
to visitors to Y osemite vallev. 


TH 
HYDRAULIC MINING BILL. 


It is to lie hoped th at the permissive 
bill for hydraulic m ining will lie aban­ 
doned. 
It is a sweeping and im practicable 
measure. 
It would compel m iners not 
needing to build dams to contribute to 
their construction, and proposes a scheme 
of dam construction that we do not believe 
to be feasible or to be guarded by proper 
securities. 
It dixs. not give anv greater 
right to mine than miners now have, but 
does seek to confer the right to take and 
dam streams and to condemn property for 
construction of debris repositories in a 
manner that is loose, to say the least. 
If 
engineering science develops any method 
by which hydraulic m ining can be con­ 
tinued w ithout injury to lands below, it 
w ill be well to consider it. But in the bill 
before us it is perm itted to foul the streams 
to the full extent of all m atter th at the 
water will carry in suspension, and to that 
the people of the valley are not ready, nor 
will they be, to agree. 
The Tem ple de­ 
cision. it is true, did look to such a jaissi- 
liility, but more recent decisions are more 
stringent, and th at (In* State will ever go 
behind them is unthinkable. 
T here is 
o*ic thing settled, and th at is, th at it is 
the policy of this people to restore the 
rivers as fully as may lx* to their original 
condition of purity and usefulness, and 
not to perm it the streams to be carriers 
of tin* 
result- 
of hydraulic 
mining. 
To repeat, there should lx* no legislation to 
enlarge the privileges of hydraulic mining 
beyond the declarations of the Courts con­ 
cerning the law of the m atter. 
To do so 
will lx* in the direction of determ ining in 
advance w hat is. and what is not. damagiire 
to streams and adjacent lands; to estop 
appeal for relief, for instance, where even 
the m atter carried in suspension results 
disastrously, 
it is known th at hydraulic 
mining e fleets have been severely felt at 
Sacramento, yet very little, if any, m atter 
ha- come down the river to this jxiint ex­ 
cept in suspension.

Earl Granville counseled tlie 
Porte not to raise a question with Italy in 
connection w ith the annexation of Beilul. 
He held that Italy's commercial interests 
in Assab compelled her to extend her au­ 
thority over the adjacent district.

Each of these per­ 
sons may be supposed to have fifty friends 
or relations, of whom 1 per annum dies. 
If they are subject to a dream or vision 
once a week, there is one chance out of 
seven th a t they have one on the same 
day th at the friend dies. 
Let us suppose 
th at it takes a combination of eight separ­ 
ate and independent points of resemblance, 
between the vision and the circumstance 
attending the death of the friend, to con­ 
stitute a rem arkable coincidence, and that 
each of these has a probability of one-half. 
W e shail have, in one case out of 25ti, a 
rem arkable combination of coincidences. 
Putting these results together, we may 
infer that, as a m atter of fact, some ex tra­ 
ordinary coincidence between the circum ­ 
stances of death and the dream or vision 
by a friend of the dying person does occur 
somewhere in the country nearly every 
day in the year.— [Science.

E ds. R eoord-Union : The bill introduced 
in the Assembly by Mr. French is a worthy 
measure, and should receive the serious 
consideration of the Legislature. 
It pro­ 
vides for the inspection of steam boilers, 
licensing steam engineers, and for the bet­ 
ter protection and security of life and prop­ 
erty in the State of California. 
W e know 
that there has been an alarm ing increase of 
explosions of the boilers of stationary and 
portable engines, caused by the ignorance 
or carelessness, or both, of the men who 
had charge of them . 
(I will not call them 
engineers, as they are unw orthy the name.) 
The natural avarice of men has led them 
to resist the enactm ent of all wholesome 
laws on this subject, and to place incom pe­ 
tent m en in charge of their engines and 
boilers sim ply because they work cheap. 
In m any eases relatives, mere boys, are 
placed in charge of boilers without any 
previous training by a skilled engineer. 
There is probably no nation that has 
so 
stringent 
and 
rational 
laws on 
the 
subject 
of 
steam 
boilers 
as 
France. 
That country has district inspect­ 
ors educated at tlie expense of tlie Govern­ 
ment, whose duty it is to supervise the 
construction of all boilers in his district, 
and to m ake a record of its size, form, thick­ 
ness and tensile strength of plates, size of 
rivets, braces, stay bolts anil tubes, and to 
state* w hether single or double riveted 
seams, and to prescribe the num ber of at­ 
mospheres or pounds pressure of steam it 
may carry during the first year of its use. 
It is also the duty of the inspector to sum ­ 
mon a hoard for the exam ination of all 
applicants for licenses to act as engineers or 
managers of steam boilers of different 
classes. 
All boilers are carefully examined 
and tested annually, and consequently ex­ 
plosions of steaivt boilers arc of very rare 
occurrence. The provisions of this Act 
need not apply to locomotive boilers, as the 
officers o f railroads have long since made 
stringent rules for frequent inspections and 
tests of these boilers. The whole system 
in 
France is made self-sustaining, or 
nearly 
so, as 
it 
m ay 
be 
in 
this 
State. 
Men 
are respected 
and 
trust­ 
ed 
in 
their 
professions 
or 
trades 
in proportion to their knowledge and skill 
in their particular professions or trades. 
How ridiculous it would be for a mechanic 
or farm er to enter the Courts of the 
country and attem pt to practice law w ith­ 
out any previous study.

attem pt to practice medicine w ithout hav­ 
ing studied medicine, surgery or anatom y. 
Some such bill should be passed (properly 
guarded) with tlie num ber of district depu­ 
ties, lim ited to the necessity of the case, and 
would be the means of saving m any lives 
and be advantageous to all parties con­ 
cerned.

In its financial aspects it is a greater, which 
includes the less, reducing the ordinary 
financial occupations to the subordinate re­ 
lation of being merely its incident. 
The 
introduction of rapid transit and qtrek 
comm unication was a new factor in modem 
civilization,sustaining an im portant relation 
with every social and economic considera­ 
tion. the far-reaching significance of which 
was but dim ly perceived and imperfectly 
understood I iy conservative minds. 11 opened 
a vista of progress upon which men entered 
with halting tim idity. It introduced innova­ 
tions into the science of polical economy 
and the laws of commerce and production 
which conservatism regarded with grave 
apprehensions. 
It was an expression, in a 
new form, of civilizing power. Governor 
Stanford very early mastered its underlying 
principles, and clearly comprehended its 
beneficent results. The inland transporta­ 
tion interest of the nation acquired gigqntie 
proportions as if in a single day. it was 
an attribute of progress brought into being 
by the dem ands of civilization, henceforth 
to oefcnpv a [dace as one of the perm anent 
institutions of the world. 
It had come to 
take its place and exert its due influence 
upon every attribute of commercial and 
political life, and it would divide power 
w ith tlie forces w hich had dominated 
public thought prior to iiis advent. The 
introduction of every new controlling fac­ 
tor disturbs and supplants existing condi­ 
tions. 
As soon as it was perceived that 
this interest m ust be adjusted into proper 
relations with all others and would oc­ 
cupy a place proportionate to its m agni­ 
tude. 
the gravest apprehensions 
arose 
which intensified into real or pretended 
fears that it would dom inate to their injury, 
existing commercial and political interests. 
The contest which ensued attracted the at­ 
tention of the m ost profound minds, and 
engaged the pens of the ablest economists 
of the country. 
From the beginning Gov­ 
ernor Stanford comprehended, with singu­ 
lar clearness, tlie com m unity of interest 
between tiie new factor and tlie legitimate 
attributes of commercial 
and 
political 
power. In advance of all others, he pointed 
out the inevitable and harm onious adjust­ 


m ent of these forces to every other elem ent I 
of production, to the incalculable benefit of 
all. 
W hat, to the superficial m ind, seemed 
I the beginning of irreconciliable antago­ 
nism s, stood revealed to bis clearer and 
deeper insight as a relation of the most 
complete interdependence. 
H is contribu­ 
tions to 
the 
literature of that m em ­ 
orable discussion were not voluminous, 
but 
Avere 
exhaustive, and 
evinced ;i 
clear comprehension of the fundam ental 
principles by which all differences were 
to be eventually resolved, 
lie wrote with 
that comprehensiveness which is possible 
only to a fullness of knowledge, and his 
argum ents in support of his theories have 
never 
been 
successfully 
controverted. 
These argum ents survive in all the fresh­ 
ness of their originality to-day. They are 
the calm, dispassionate reasonings of a 
lucid intelligence, fully sustained by the 
profound 
conviction "of their justness, 
while in literary style they combine the 
grand simplicity" of"truth with the grace 
of unostentatious diction. 
The election to 
the United States Senate finds Governor 
Stanford holding a position of pre-emi­ 
nence in the broadest modern field of com­ 
mercial, financial and adm inistrative activ­ 
ity. 
H e will bring to the discharge of his 
new duties a profound knowledge of fiscal 
policy, acquired in the best school of com­ 
mercial an d ' m aterial progress. 
He will 
com m and the attention and respect of his 
compeers of the Senate bv the bold origin­ 
ality of his conceptions, the fervent patriot­ 
ism of his purposes, the ripeness of Ins 
experience, the breadth and clearness of 
his observation, the firmness of his indi­ 
viduality. and 
the cultured diplomatic 
attributes of his m ind. 
In the great art of 
attracting and holding the confidence of 
the masses of m en, lie is a master. The ac­ 
quirem ent of high distinction am ong men 
lias served only to strengthen the bond 
between him self and the great mass of 
common hum anity. 
His ideals of great­ 
ness have been formed upon the models of 
those who have created commonwealths, 
and have earned an enduring place in the 
gratitude of m ankind by unselfish devotion 
to the blessings and trium phs of peace 
rather than upon the 
brilliant central 
figures of am bitious war. A Senator by the 
ripeness of his wisdom, a com m oner by the 
breadth of bis hum ane sym pathies, in the 
unassum ing greatness of his character, tiie 
coinitia and the curia stand reconciled.—

O O N G R E G A T I O K T A L O E C U R C H

There has hcen no committee work of any 
consequence done since tlie adjournment of tlie 
Legislature on Friday afternoon, most of tlie 
members of Iwtli branches having taken advan­ 
tage of tlie recess to visit their homes or San 
Francisco. The Senate Judiciary Committci— 
or a part of it—considered a couple of bills on 
Saturday, but none of general importance. Sev­ 
eral members came to the city last iiiclit. hut 
most of them will not return until this noon. It 
is expected that the work of the coming week 
will be pretty lively, as both houses will reach 
some important measures on their second-read­ 
ing liles, when amendments will be in order. 
Among those which will provoke considerable 
discussion in the Assembly are those to pay the 
Drainage Act claims, and the irrigation meas­ 
ure. In the former case the Committee on 
Claims has presented a favorable report, accom­ 
panied bv a strong apjieal on behalf of the men 
who worked in good faith for the State. 
The anti-gambling bill which passed the 
Assembly on Friday w*s introduced bv Mr. 
Jones, of this county, but is not the bill (also in­ 
troduced by him) to prohibit city authorities 
from licensing gaming. The former was intro­ 
duced for the purpose of including stud-horse 
poker and other games in the list already pro­ 
hibited by law. The stud-horse poker games 
have so multiplied in this city during the* past 
two years as to have virtually “ captured the 
place ,” and as it is in no sense less vicious than 
faro or other games that had lieen placed under 
the han of tlie law. there can be no argument 
advanced in favor of its exclusion from tlie list. 
Althonghjhe Assembly Committee on Fish and 
Game resolved not to visit Truckce in an official 
capacity and at the State’s expense, still several 
of its members went up on Friday night with 
Mr. McGlasban to gain all the information possi­ 
ble on the vexed question as to whether or not 
the sawdust deposited in the Truekeo river is 
injurious to tiie fishes therein. 
It is said that, since visiting tiie State Engi­ 
neer's office and investigating tiie eharaeterand 
extent of the work done by that department, 
several members of the Legislature who had 
been inclined to favor tlie bill to discontinue 
that department have changed their minds, 
having been deeply impressed with tin* inquir- 
tanceof the work accomplished thus far, and 
the advisability of having it all completed. 
in accordance with a resolution oflhe Assem­ 
bly. Chief Clerk Ityan has prepared the first of a 
senes of weekly histories of all hills before that 
body, which has been printed and will lie laid 
before the members to-day. 
There is a resolution in tlie hands of tlie As­ 
sembly Committee on Rules to the effect that no 
hills shall la* introduced in that body after the 
15th instant. If something be not done to stnv 
the tide, the House will soon be overwhelmed, 
there being now upward of 450 hills before it. 
Sol. Jewett. President of the Kern County 
Bank, and who, it lias been represented, was op­ 
posed to the present hills upon irrigation, ar­ 
rived in the city yesterday, and w ill show his 
approval of the hills by doing all in his power 
to secure their passage. Mr. Jewett is an exten­ 
sive owner of small farms, and states that most 
of the o.vners of small tractsjn li is section of the 
State are strongly in favor of the bills proposed 
by the Fresno Convention Committee.

V a l u e o k t h e .S a l m o n C a t c h .— Fish Com­ 
missioners Dibble and B uckingham are 
using every effort to secure tlie passage of 
the hill now before the Legislature, one of 
the provisions of which is tiie establish­ 
m ent of a State salmon hatcher}’ some­ 
where near tlie headwaters of the Sacra­ 
m ento river. The money value of the sal­ 
mon catch in tlie Sacram ento river is more 
tlinn $1,000,000 per annum , which at once 
gives an idea of tiie im portance of the in­ 
dustry, and shows tlie necessity of keeping 
the streams properly stocked to avoid a fa­ 
tal depletion. 
The Commissioners give the 
assurance, and who should know better 
than they, that unless the State makes the 
proper provision, by tlie establishment of a 
State hatchery which will have a capacity 
for hatching at least G,000,000 of eggs per 
annum , that in a few years the rivers will 
he comparatively hare of salmon and this 
great industry completely destroyed.

At a meeting of the Museum Association, 
held 
Saturday night, a memorial was 
unanim ously voted to be presented to the 
Legislature regarding the proposed removal 
of the cabinet of m inerals from the Capitol 
to Berkeley, and setting forth why the same 
should not be done. 
The question o f the am endm ent of the 
laws to adm it of life m em bership was taken 
up and thoroughly discussed, and finally 
an am endm ent was adopted providing for 
the issuance by the Directory of certificates 
of life m em bership at $25 each. For each 
certificate there is to be issued annually a 
ticket entitling the life m em ber and his 
wife, or daughter, or sister, or mother, or 
other female relative, or if the holder 
is a lad}', then her escoit, to free admission 
to all lectures ami entertainm ents of the 
Association. 
A life certificate also entitles 
the holder to ail the privileges, voting and 
other, accorded to a subscribing member. 
It was stated that a num ber of life certifi­ 
cates would at once be taken by citizens d e­ 
sirous of aiding the Association to speedily 
acquire property for the erection of a hall 
and offices for its uses and purposes, which 
are of a broad public character. The live­ 
liest interest was manifest concerning the 
life m em bership matter, and u num ber of 
applications were im m ediately made and 
referred to the Board of Directors. The 
m atter of the coming loan exhibition uvas 
then taken up.

The opposition in the Senate on Friday 
to Assembly Bill No. 108, appropriating 
$5,000 to enable the State of California to 
make a proper exhibit of the industrial re­ 
sources of the State at the New <irlcans Ex­ 
position. brought Colonel Andrews, the 
Commissioner for California, tip to Sacra­ 
mento last night, bristling with indignation 
at the statem ents which were made witIi 
regard to his dereliction of duty as Com­ 
missioner. 
In a conversation last night he 
said he was willing to give the Southern 
Pacific Railroad all the credit due them , 
and desired to acknowledge that they had 
done a great deal 
more 
even 
than 
he 
had 
asked 
of 
them , 
but 
at 
the 
same 
tim e 
lie 
thought 
the 
Commissioner 
was 
antitled 
to some 
little credit for Avhat lie had done, 
in re­ 
gard to Senator Lynch's statem ent, th at the 
Commissioner had not secured the space 
allotted to California, he had to say that he 
had written, in the first instance, asking 
for 46,060 square feet for th e California ex­ 
hibit. and the Commissioners of the Expo­ 
sition replied that that was more tlia.ii any 
State could be allowed, and finally he had 
to accept 21,000 square feet, which is a 
larger space than is occupied by any State, 
with the exception of Texas. 
This space 
was secured and is held by the Commis­ 
sioner for California precisely on the same 
term s a» that held by other States. Con­ 
tinuing, he said : Tiie fruit exhibit from 
California, which is spread upon 240 tables, 
attracts a great deal of attention. No other 
State approaches California in this line, 
the next largest exhibit of fruit only occu­ 
pying forty tables. 
"H an d s off" is the 
sirii t rule enforced by the other exhibitors ; 
hut when the visitor reaches the California 
exhibit lie is frequently asked to " help 
him self," th e n intrust creating much favora­ 
ble comment. 
W hen the season conies we 
intend to send shipm ents of fresh fruit and 
vegetables every day. and visitors will at 
once he made acquainted with California 
generosity and the quality ol our pro­ 
ducts.

some live salmon. Among other attrac­ 
tions in the exhibit ot our state, there 
are 10,000 small flasks of Naglee brandy to 
lie presente»! to visitors: also, two fifty-gal­ 
lon casks of the same, with gold Imops 
and silver faucets, the contents of which 
will also be used to disseminate a know l­ 
edge of the quality of California brandy. 
To keep the exhibit in good condition and 
provide for the shipm ents of fresh perish­ 
able articles is what the money desired will 
be mostly used for.

hundred copies of the Jlesourres o f (Átlifor- 
and other books giving information 
about our State, which will he distributed 
to persons seeking such inform ation. An 
arrangem ent has been made with the South­ 
ern Pacific Railroad by which they have 
agreed to take the exhibit, at the expiration 
uf the New Orleans Exposition, and de­ 
liver it free of cost at the Exhibition which 
is to be held in A ntw erp in July. Thence 
it will be removed by the sam e company, 
also free of cost, to an Exhibition which 
takes place in London in October, thus giv­ 
ing an im mense num ber of people an op­ 
portunity to study our resources. 
Under 
these circumstances, the Colonel said, he 
hoped the Senate would act for the host in­ 
ti rests of the State and pass the hill im m e­ 
diately, so that the best possible results niaff 
he obtained.

Eds. R ecord-U.xion : In your report of 
the proceedings of the Senate yesterday you 
are made to say that Senator K night cor­ 
rected a m istake of the Clerk of the J-i- 
nance Committee, w ho had erroneously re­ 
ported th at com m ittee as returning Senate 
Bill No. 197 with the recom m endation that 
it pass. 
The bill provides for the paym ent 
of the unpaid Constitutional Convention 
scrip. 
N either in the report us published 
in ¡he Journal of the Seqate, nor in thej 
correction by Mr. K night as reported by 
vim, are any reasons given for this adverse 
action. 
As a m em ber of that Conven­ 
tion I protest against this sum m ary treat­ 
m ent of so im portant a matter. 
] hold sev­ 
eral hundred dollars of th at scrip, which 
represents m oney justly due me from the 
State. The State,in adopting the Constitu­ 
tion we prepared, accepted our work, and 
on every principle of right and justice we 
should lie paid for it. 
Our claim should at 
least receive civil treatm ent, and it is due 
to us th at we should be told by a hostile 
committee why in tiieir judgm ent it does 
not possess sufficient merit to even be dis­ 
cussed in their adverse report. 
I know it is urged th at the greater part 
of the Convention scrip has gone into the 
hands of brokers. That, however, does not 
alter the question us to its m erit as a just 
evidence of indebtedness against the State. 
1 believe that the great hulk of the scrip 
was bought from the members while the 
Convention was in session by a Mr. Kelly, 
ol this city. 
H e paid from 50 cents to 90 
cents on the dollar for it. 
If it had not 
boon for his tim ely purchase of this scrip, 
tiie Convention would of necessity have 
come to a prem ature term ination, for a 
large majority of the mem bers could not 
have afforded to rem ain here to the end. 
There is perhaps a sentiment prevailing 
that 
would 
punish 
him 
because 
lie 
came to the rescue. 
But 
that senti­ 
m ent is as narrow as it is indefensible 
in principle. 
Many of the 
members 
still possess all or part of their scrip. 
It 
represents money they honestly earned, and 
it is a disgrace to the State that several suc­ 
cessive Legislatures have refused to provide 
for its redemption. 
I hope that any future comm ittee which 
shall iiave this' subject before it, will at 
least, if it make an adverse report, let us 
know why it is right for the State to accept 
the result of the laliors of the Constitu­ 
tional Convention and still refuse to pay 
the per diem of the members. 
As between 
individuals, such conduct would be proper­ 
ly termed dishonest: as between the State 
and those who did its work, there is no 
reason that I know of why a dillcrcnt rule 
of criticism should he applied.

U n ited S tates S en ate. 
W a sh in g to n. February 7th.—The Chair 
laid before the Senate the new set of cre­ 
dentials of W. M. Evarts. Senator-elect 
from New York. Read and filed. 
• 
Sherm an, from the Committee on Library, 
reported a joint resolution, which passed, 
accepting the offer made to the Govern­ 
m ent by W illiam II. Vanderbilt and Mrs. 
Grant of the swords, medals, bronzes, 
paintings and other articles ot value pre 
sented to General I7. S. Grant by the vari­ 
ous Governments of the world as tokens of 
their appreciation of his illustrious charac­ 
ter as a soldier and statesm an. The reso­ 
lution expressed the thanks of Congress to 
Mr. Vanderbilt and Mrs. Grant, and pro­ 
vides that the articles be placed in charge 
of the Librarian of Congress. The Secre­ 
tary was, however, to receive them , for 
safe keeping, until a proper repository may 
be provided for them in the Congressional 
Library. 
Cameron of Pennsylvania called up the 
bill to authorize a retired list for the pri­ 
vates and non-commissioned officers of the 
United States arm y who have served thirty 
vears or upward. 
' After debate the bill passed—ayes .'17. 
noes 5. 
The noes were Coke, Colquitt, 
H arris, Saulsbury and Vest. 
Van W yck moved an am endm ent to one 
of the private pension bills, providing that 
all soldiers’ widows or m inor children, who, 
bv the existing law, are or may become en­ 
titled to $8 per m onth, shall in future re­ 
ceive $12. V an W yck explained that the 
provision was the same as that w hich the 
Senate had put in the Mexican pension 
bill. There seemed to be no other chance, 
Van W yck said, to get justice done "to a 
large num ber of desetving people who are 
now receiving a pittance of ?s per month. 
B lair thought the am endm ent m ight de­ 
feat the Mexican pension bill. 
Van W yck said it was already substan­ 
tially defeated. 
Neither the Mexican sol­ 
diers nor any others would receive any­ 
thing from the House before the 1th of 
March. 
V an W vck's am endm ent was agreed to— 
yeas .'17, nays 12. 
Those voting in the negative w ere: Bay­ 
ard, Beck, Chace, Cockrell, < oke, Fair, H ar­ 
ris, Maxey, Morgan, lliddleberger, Sauls­ 
bury and Vest. 
Mitchell moved to add to the bill the fur­ 
ther provisions of the Mexican pension bill, 
nam ely: First, that, in considering cases of 
dependent parents, it shall be sufficient to 
show such parents are w ithout other means 
of comfortable support than their own 
m anual labor or contributions from persons 
not legally bound for their support; second, 
that proof that the applicant was regularly 
mustered into service shall be presumptive 
evidence of soundness at the time, but sub­ 
ject to reb u ttal; and, third, that no person 
shall be entitled to more than one pension 
at a time, unless specially declared by Con­ 
gress. 
These am endm ents were agreed to—ayes 
30, nays 17. 
Those voting in the negative w ere: Bay­ 
ard, Beck, Call, Cockrell, Coke, Colquitt, 
Fair, Garland, H am pton, Harris, Jackson, 
Maxey, Morgan, lliddleberger Saulsbury, 
Slater anti Vest.

W a s h in g t o n , February *7tb.

Morgan to-day reported favorably from the 
Committee on Foreign Relations the bill 
introduced by him a few days ago to con­ 
struct and m aintain a telegraph or cable 
line between the Pacific coast of the United 
States ami the Asiatic coast, with an am end­ 
m ent providing that the line must be com­ 
pleted within ten years. 
Secretary Lincoln lias instructed Lieu­ 
tenant McDonald not to turn over t»> tire 
Governor of Southern California the Mexi­ 
can m utineers recently arrested by bis com­ 
mand in Arizona, near the border line, but 
to hold them subject to the receipt by tlic 
Department of State from the President of 
Mexico of proper extradition papers.

The citizens are determ ined to re­ 
sist the band of a hundred Mexicans when 
they arrive, and a bloody battle is expected. 
T he citizens of Zeyalla and Mavnrick coun­ 


ties are joining w ith P u n m it count\ in 
combating the m arauders. R unners have 
been sent to Garulla and other points for 
arms and am m unition. It is ascertained 
that the Mexicans who crossed the Kto 
Grande on the night of the 6th num bered 
fully a hundred. They have divided their 
forces into four bands, who are approach­ 
ing Carrizo through unfrequented portions 
of the country, driving away herds by de­ 
tail as they advance into the interior. 
A 
spirited running light occurred to-dav be­ 
tween the scouts of the citizens organiza­ 
tion and a detail of Mexicans. Two ol the 
marauders were killed and one American 
wounded. 
Sheriff Oglesby, ol M avanck 
county has sent a m ounted posse to the 
scene of action. The frontier troops at 
Avalda left to-night for Carrizo Springs. 
A nother report chronicles an affray in 
which twelve Mexicans were killed and a 
num ber wounded. The A m erican loss, if 
any, is not reported. These conflicts took 
place between the ranchm en and relays of 
Mexicans, who were overtaken w hile driv­ 
ing stock toward the Rio Grande. The 
Mexicans are being reinforced, their ob­ 
jective point being Carrizo Springs, at 
which place it is believed they agreed to 
concentrate their forces, attack the town 
and release their compatriots, confined for 
cattle-stealing.

T h e M e x ic a n T re a ty . 


W a s h i n g t o n , February 7th.-—Represent­ 
ative H itt of Illinois, w ho is a m em ber of 
the H ouse Committee on Foreign Affairs, 
and was form erly Assistant Secretary of 
State, is warm ly in l'avor of the enactm ent 
of laws this session to carry into effect the 
Mexican treaty, w hich was ratified by the 
Senate last sum m er. H itt says : “The pro­ 
visions of this treaty are really not fully 
understood. Certainly it costs more to the 
Mexican revenues by its free admissions 
than to A m erican im port duties. By the 
term s of th e treaty, about twelve articles, 
now dutiable, w ill be adm itted by the U nit­ 
ed States free, and this reduction in the du­ 
ties, upon goods im ported into the United 
States last year, would have am ounted to 
only about $500,000, and over nine-tenths 
of this am ount, or $430,000, is upon one ar­ 
ticle, sisal grass, w hich we do not raise, and 
cannot raise. 
In fact, nearly all articles 
adm itted free from Mexico under the treaty 
are already on the freelist. They are enu­ 
m erated in the convention because the 
treaty is more stable law than an ordinary 
Act o f Congress,and commercial houses can 
engage in trade with more confidence if 
assured th a t the duties upon the com­ 
modities 
in 
which 
they 
trade 
are 
not 
to be changed upon 
tlic 
shift­ 
ing policy of the 
dom inant political 
party. Many of the articles w hich we 
might, under this treaty, send untaxed 
into Mexico are of universal use, such as 
carriages and other vehicles, agricultural 
im plem ents, petroleum, sewing machines, 
stoves, tools and m achinery. They are 
now subjected 
to very heavy im port 
taxes by Mexico, yet we sold there last 
year over $3,000,000 worth of such articles, 
if free from duty and lowered in price the 
dem and would m ultiply, among the ten 
m illions of Mexican people, and we would 
soon sell three, ves, ten tim es as m uch. 
It 
would be a good thing if the treaty also 
included bread-stuils and cotton and woolen 
goods: but it is good as far as it goes, and 
it goes farther in the way of advantages to 
us than to them . 
1 think the treaty would 
give great advantages to this country more 
than to Mexico. Of the seventy-nine ar­ 
ticles adm itted iree front the United States 
into Mexico nearly every one now pays a 
heavy duty, in some cases as m uch as 200 
per cent. The treaty would virtually give 
us such an advantage in Mexico th at we 
would soon control nearly or quite the 
entire trade in all the articles adm itted 
under tlie treaty, as the contiguity of 
American territory and the railroad facil­ 
ities which we enjoy would give us full 
and rapid m eans of comm unication which 
no other country enjoys.''

W a s h i n g t o n , February 7th.—T he journal 
of private H enry, shot for stealing pro­ 
visions by order of Lieutenant Greely in 
the Arctic regions, covering the period be­ 
tween October, lssd. and June, 1884, lias 
been made public. H e writes, under date 
of May 3d: “ H e (W histler), who was 
loudest in his denunciation of the unfortu­ 
nate who was tem pted to purloin a scrap of 
meat, was to-day caught in the commissary 
tent, having broken open the door, and was 
found with about a pound of bacon in his 
pocket.” 
The entry of May lltli is: “ It was a 
cowardly action in Greely wanting to shoot 
D r.]’. 
He also drew a rifleon Bender. He 
calls Kislingburv a liar, and apologizes to 
enlisted m en.” 
F our days later is the following: “ Yes­ 
terday Biecb.rheck and W histler liad a row 
outside, and some one stole Ellison’s bacon, 
which was under charge of Lieutenant 
Greely. The terrible struggling death by 
starvation actually bad no terror for us, 
and we looked on with a stolid indifference 
upon our coming fate. A few hours before 
death, instead of craving for food, they 
kept calling for water, and could hardly be 
controlled or satisfied. W ith one excep­ 
tion, they were unconscious for hours be­ 
fore dying. 
Poor Lockwood c a u e out of 
ids bag to stand in the alley-way while the 
moonshine distillery was going on, and 
was the last to get his potation. 
Kru the 
rest of us hud our share, he requested a 
repetition of the dose from the officiating 
steward, and upon being reprim anded by 
the officer for asking such a tiling from the 
steward, lie turned around to the doctor 
and said : ' Well, I will go to the fountain 
head.'and he repeated his demand, (in 
being absolutely refused, he dropped to the 
lloor, and hardly ever opened liis m outh 
again to utter a word.” 
May 2:>d—After noting that W histler is 
dying, H enry says : 
" 1 was called into the 
tent and informed that live men had made 
a sworn statem ent that I’avy stole Ellison’s 
rations, and that the official record concern­ 
ing it had been tampered with. A. W .G — . 
If he does die lie dies the death of a miser­ 
able coward.” 
On May 2S;b is the following entry: 
" Poor Kislingburv is sinking rapidly, and 
the doctor has given him up. 
Last night 
Dr. P. and Lieutenant G. had another 
squabble over the medicines. The majority 
of us (fourteen) have given up all hopes of 
seeing our friends again, but a few still 
have a chance at the conclusion of this ter­ 
rible tragedy to be welcomed with uni­ 
versal acclamation as worthy frontiersmen 
of Uncle Sam, and as men who made them ­ 
selves immortal bv a splendid victory and 
innum erable sufferings hitherto incom par­ 
able in the annals of Arctic explorations 
and against the laws of nature.” 
The notes of the first four days in June 
are brief mem oranda of the rapidly sinking 
condition of those left. These were made 
just prior to his being shot. Extracts from 
other diaries show a deplorable state 
af- 
l'aira. 
Insubordination prevailed to a con­ 
siderable extent, and quarreling sometimes 
leading to blows was not an uncomm on oc­ 
currence. 
Sergeant Ilrainerd's diary is in 
bis personal possession and not obtainable, 
and .Sergeant Connell declines to allow bis 
diary to be inspected, stating it was written 
with tlic express understanding that no one 
bat General Hazen should read it. 


T h ro w n i'riin i a W indow 
h y H is W ife. 


N ew Y o l k , February 7th.—A policeman 
at m idnight, passing along Terrace Row, 
Hoboken, saw a m an thrown from a sec- 
ond-siory window of a large house. It was 
fotind to be John F. Behrens, a wealthy 
wholesale druggist. 
He was lying insensi­ 
ble a id bleeding. The policeman then en­ 
deavored to enter the house, but was refused 
admission. He finally broke open the door, 
and was attacked by Mrs. Belirens, who 
forbade the policeman to bring io-r husband 
in. The woman appeared to he frenzied 
with rage and drink. 
Assistance was pro­ 
cured, and Behrens was carried in, Mrs. 
Behrens endeavoring to attack him . 
Upon 
being foiled she swallowed a dose of am ­ 
monia. A physician was called, and lie 
adm inistered an emetic to her. 
When 
Behrens regained o ms, iousncss he declared 
that he fell out of the window. 
It appears 
to be a case of periodical mania, Mrs. 
Behrens having several times attem pted 
her own life. Behrens lay in a very critical 
condition last night, and the doctor* did not 
venture to express an opinion as to his re­ 
covery. 
Mis. Behrens was not arrested, 
but was kept under the surveillance of the 
police, who. on account of the high stand­ 
ing of the family, tried to keep the unfortu­ 
nate affair quiet. 


S k atin g on tlic H u d son . 
New York. February 7th.—A Newburg, 
N. Y., special says: More than two thou­ 
sand persons from New W indsor, Fishkiil, 
New H am burg and Poughkeepsie wit­ 
nessed a five-mile skating race on the H ud­ 
son at New W indsor this afternoon. The 
contestants were W illiam H. W helpley, of 
St. John, N. 1!.. and Joseph W alsh, of this 
citv. 
W alsh is the best skater of the speed 
skaters oil the Hudson, and until to-day was 
believed to be the fastest in the country. 
T he contest was very exciting. The sym­ 
pathy of the major portion of the assem­ 
blage was with the hom e athlete, and that 
svmpa'thy cost m any respectable sum s of 
money.

The Southerners 
are m aking elaborate plans for the event, 
and a com m ittee of the N inth will return 
the flag as a proof of the bond of love and 
fraternal feeling w hich has sprung up in 
place of the bitterness of the war.

W a s h i n g t o n , February 7th.—A fire this 
evening in the Signal Service annex de­ 
stroyed and damaged a num ber of meteor­ 
ological records and almost ruined some of 
the finest instrum ents in tlic office. The 
fire was confined to the second, third and 
fourth floors. Tlie records destroyed and 
injured are those that have been collected 
during the past live or six years, and which 
tlie officials say cannot be replaced.

The couriers are 
conveying the report of Lord Beresford's 
attem pt to rescue Colonel W ilson and his 
party from the island in the Nile where 
they have been hem m ed in by the hostile 
Arabs.
